Election/Restrictions 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 



Claims 27-29, 35, drawn to an isolated poricine a 1 ,6-fucosyltransferase, 



classified in class 435, subclass 193. 
II. Claims 30-34, 36-37, drawn to polynuceotides, vectors, host cells and method of 

making the polypeptide, classified in class 435, subclass 69.1. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are patentably distinct from each other. The polypeptide of group I, the 
polynucleotide of group II, each comprise amino acid sequences and nucleotide sequences which 
are chemically unrelated, do not require each other for practice; have separate utilities, such as 
use of the group I polypeptide to catalyze a fucosylation reaction versus the use of 
polynucleotide in a hybridization reaction and are subject to separate manufacture and sale. The 
groups have acquired separate status in the art and separate fields of search. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
